REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


+, ¢ 


To the citizens of the town of Candia, the following report 
from Aug. 1, 1898, to Feb. 15, 1900, is respectfully submit- 
ted: 

In submitting this our annual report, the School oara 
would not be unmindful of the hearty co-operation of the pa- 
rents, without which, the most earnest labor of bothiboard and 
teachers would have resulted in less success. 

By reference to our statistical table may be seen the num- 
ber of schools maintained during this time, the number of 
weeks in each, together with other facts pertaining to our 
schools. The whole number of different pupils registered 
during the last Schdol year was 227; 108 boys and 119 girls, 
with an average membership of 217. 

Our truant officers last enumeration, made during the 
month of April, showed the number of boys in town between 
_ the ages of five and sixteen years to be 60; the number of 
girls 72. 

In education as in literature, as in science, and in fact every 
phase of human experience, we profit by looking backward 
as well as forward, and as we recall the school hvaicie of the 
past four terms, included in this report, we think we are not 
presumptuous in saying that it has been both profitable and 
satisfactory to a great degree. We have felt the careful con- 
sideration of the real needs and wishes of the school] com- 
munity our first duty as a school board and have endeavored to 
supply a corps of teachers professionally trained for their du- 
ties and adapted to the schools over which they were to pre- 
side. ‘‘Asis the teacher so is the school” isa true saying, 
yet there is another equallytrue: ‘‘As is the community so 
is the school,” and the school is a safe index to the spirit and 
advancement of the people. The profession of the teacher is 
an important one, yet it is too often customary to throw upon 
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her the entire responsibility for the short comings of the school, 
while we allege that many of the difficulties of the teacher are 
due to lack of co-operation, to which, with the good will of 
those under whom and for whom she labors, if she be a wor- 
thy teacher, she is entitled. 

During the last term we have been fortunate in the employ- 
ment of two male teachers who have given the best of satis; 
faction and were well qualified to teach in much higher grades, 
This has given the pupils of these two schools an opportunity 
to come in touch with talent not usually found in small schools. 
In justice, however, to some of our inexperienced teachers, 
whose first efforts have been in our shools, we would say that 
their work has. been most commendable, and having given the 

satisfaction which we could reasonably expect of any teacher, 
we have thought ourselves fortunate in being able to retain 
them. 

As our snandeiteliioy this year was less by $200 than that 
of last year, and our tuition from Raymond diminished on ac- 
count of withdrawal.of their pupils from the Patten Hill 
school, it can be readily seen that we have had much less 
money for school purposes than heretofore, and as the cost 
of repairs has necessarily been taken from the school funds, 
exclusive of those on the East Candia school-house, only those 
repairs which seemed indispensable, comparatively few to 
those needed, have been made. Several of the school 
houses were in rather a dilapidated condition; plastering off 
in places, blackened by the smoke of years, bearing the marks 
of many pupils and unhealthy with long use. Five of these 
-were renovated at.a small cost, new curtains hung and have 
been things of beauty beside those of previous years. Are 
not the surroundings of the school almost as important as 
those of thehome? Here children are expected to spend a 
large share of their time and it is here that they receive im- 
pressions which will form a part of their lives and leave 
their imprint upon their characters, which should be the high- 
est aim of all eclucation. 

Both teachers and pupils in several of our schools have 
manifested a great interest in obtaining some beautiful and 
practical additions to the furnishings of their rooms, and as a 
result of their efforts the village and East Candia schools each 
have a very handsome clock, the walls of the Hill school-room 
have been adorned with a large framed picture of the poet 
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Whittier, while a nice organ affords assistance and enjoyment — 
to the Corner pupils. ; | 

- The school-house at East Candia has been put in thorough 
repair, with the exception of exterior painting, and we feel 
glad and proud to say that we think it would compare very 
favorably with any in other rural towns. There are other 
rooms which would be quite attractive, as well.as more com- 
tortable, could the antiquated ‘‘jack-knife’s carved initial” 
seats and desks be replaced by those of more modern design. 
An appropriation is needed to repair or rebuild the outbuild- 
ings in connection with many. of the school-houses. The 
school-room at North Road, especially, needs a new floor. 

Only one change has been made in text-books the past year. 
The spelling books, many of which were worn beyond use- 
fulness, had been in the schools so many years, that it was 
deemed wise, instead of continuing to buy more, to exchange 
for a newer book; hence the American Word Book was 
adopted. These books, together with the geographies which 
were introduced during the last school year, have received 
particular inspection from time to time and found to have 
been very carefully used. 

Perhaps there is no one thing which contributes so largely 
to the perplexities of the teacher and injury of our public 
schools as irregularity of attendance We realize that there 
are some natural causes which are conducive to absence from 
school, yet these are few in comparison to the various other 
reasons which might be considered. This, however, is a 
matter over which. the teachers and the School Board have 
but limited control, yet could our parents and pupils realize 
more keenly the disadvantage to the schools as a whole, we 
feel sure that we should not find so many tardy, dismissal and 
absent marks upon our registers ; while our schools would be 
more beneficial and attain a much higher standard. 

The record of attendance in the High St. school for the 
spring term, deserves especial mention. Of the twenty-three 
pupils registered, the names of fifteen appeared onthe roll of 
perfect attendance. This is a record rarely equaled and re- 
flects great credit on teacher, parents and pupils. While we 
congtatulate this school, however, we know that there are 
other pupils who have tried equally hard to attain this re- 
cord, yet on account of illness or other unavoidable circum- 
stances have failed but whose endeavors are equally praises 
worthy. 
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We have been pleased to note and record in our statistical 
table the number of visits made by parents, citizens and friends 
during the past four terms, which have been indeed gratifying 
andencouraging, and as our pupils enter upon the work of 
another year, letus as parents, as a school board or as citi- 
izens, whichever our relation may be, give them our most 
hearty co-operation and the best advantages possible for an 
education, earnestly hoping. that in the schools of their 
own town, they may lay the foundation of that character 
found only in the highest type of noble men and women.
